We cannot have free trade 
in this country, however desirable theoret­ 
ically it would be.

The only constitutional taxation that I know 
of is tbs direct tax in proportion to tbs 
number of inhabitants or the states.

to. 
From 
tbe 
beginning

ernment to this time taxation by duties on 
imported articles has always been the resort 
of our government, except in times of war, 
for a limited period when other methods of 
taxation have been tried, because tbs duties 
upon imports were insufficient Therefore, I 
favor toe raising of a sufficient amount of 
revenue for the economical administration of 
the government, and no more, from duties 
upon imports, and in laying those duties to 
tax all articles of luxury up to the collection 
point, to make free all raw materials not 
raised or produced in this country which enter 
into its arts and manufactures, and tbe actual 
necessaries of life as much as possible, and 
to cheapen them in every way poscible, and 
within thoee limits to so judicio sly place 
our duties as to best encourage and aid 
American labor and American industry. 
If 
I could, I would also devote the taxes upon 
whisky and tobacco to a fund to pay the re­ 
maining debts of tbe war, tbs pensions, and 
the care of the soldiers disabled by the war.

The sweetest, saddest anniversary day 
in all the national year, will be celebrat­ 
ed on Friday the 90th instant with offer­ 
ing and ceremonial wisely fitted to ex­ 
press the tender sympathy of comrades, 
and the mournful gratitude of those for 
whom the mighty host of honored heroes 
freely gave their lives.

At these memorial services our city 
Post are wisely present, to inaugurate 
with appropriate religious obssrvance. 
The society of the Grand Army of the 
Republic aims to bring together in fra­ 
ternal association all who bore an honor­ 
able part in the military and naval ser­ 
vice of the Union during the civil war; 
it bestows its care upon the disabled sur­ 
vivors and keeps from want the bereaved 
families of those who fell in the conflict; 
it strives to cherish among its members 
and throughout the land the love of 
country, and of liberty and union so 
signally illustrated in the noble deeds 
and in the glorious death of those .we 
mourn; and they blend with the custom­ 
ary doctrines of christian worship, the 
graceful and impressive services in which 
the nation expresses its regard for those 
who fell in the last and grandest struggle 
for christian civilization. 
Few who take

This was the message Ahab King of 
Israel sent to Ucn-H&dad King Af Syria,- 
who had come up ^gainst ljlnj with st 
mighty arp"*, and with thirty and two 
Kings, and'horses and chariots and had 
besieged Samaria; and *had threatened 
Ahab and all bis people with complete 
destruction. 
At the tir-t challenge of 
the Syrian king, iii which he de man dei! 
of Ahab the surrender of his silver awd 
gold, and his wives and his children, the 
latter resolved to yield w ithout resistance 
to this overwhelming force; but when 
Ben Hodad iii his recklessness and pride 
sent other messengers to insist upon it 
still further humiliation, saying I will 
send my servants unto thee to morrow', 
and they *hall search thy house and the 
house ST thy cervantic and it ^hnii-he 
thai w hatcher is pleasant in thine jy e s 
they shall put iii ..their band* and % le ii 
away. 
When this further demand was 
made upou Ahab, he remonstrated and 
refused to submit; Ben lf^la'd sent to him 
saying, there were more men in his army 
than there were handful!* of dust in the 
streets of Samaria. 
To this arnuraqf, 
message o f his powerful enemy, Ivfng 
Ahab returned the spirited answer con­ 
tained in my text: 
“ Let not him that 
girdeth on hi'' kames*, bo ak I iiinucif as 
lie that putteth it off.” 
When lite mcs"'He.yr reached Bcn- 
Hnaad with these words rn A bans, he 
found him drinking in the pavilion w ith 
the thirty and two kings, and flushed us 
they were with wine they laughed to 
think what an easy task the conquest <*f 
Samaria would be, and the order was 
immediately givan to the trilx.** to get 
themselves in battle array. 
But while 
the Syrian host were getting into order 
of battle, aud Ben-lladsd and bis kings 
that were w ith him were becoming drunk 
in the pavilion, Ahab was getting to­ 
gether the young men of the princes of 
the provinces 23*2 in number, and these 
young men fell upon the encampment of 
Ben-Hadad and slew every man his man, 
and smote the horses and chariots, and 
scattered the Syrian host with great 
slaughter, so that Benlladad barely escap­ 
ed with his life. 
Such, my brethren, is the usual fate of 
foolhardiness and vain self-reliance.— 
How well you all remember that bright, 
beautiful summer’s morning when our 
first army of 75,000men sw armed through 
the streets of the national capitol, and 
crossed the Potomac in their bold reck­ 
less advance upon an enemy they dispis- 
ad; and who were lying in wait for them 
across that fatal creek of Bull Run. 
In 
tliis first advance of our young army, 
they marched gaily forward with their 
new uniforms and brilliant banner*, with 
nosegays in the muzzles of their gun’s; 
the officers in the first pride of command, 
and with their gay caparisons and radient 
smiles, 
aud 
confident force?. 
They 
marched out as confident a party as ever 
gliook the earth with their martial tramps; 
au(l among civillians, who watched the 
moving 
and 
endless column* 
canine 
and go. there 
were 
none to’ enter­ 
tain a doubt of success find complete 
victory. 
As they saw the brave young 
men go by with their untarnished "ans, 
as they *aw the long line of heavily laden 
wagons with their holiday supplies of 
provisions, and saw* the grand young 
cavaliers dash by on their fresh steeds; 
they gave shout for what appeared to 
them. our half crowned heroes of a right 
so soon to be won. 
Not one felt less con­ 
fident than the youngest and most enthu­ 
siastic lieutenant or drum mer-boy in all 
that well appointed army. 
TJi^y regard­ 
ed successful resistance* to that army as 
un impossibility. 
They would not have 
thanked a prophet to have told them that 
it would be victorious, and they would 
have spurned as a coward, the man .saga­ 
cious enough to warn them of the possi­ 
bility of defeat, and while that army of 
ours* was commanded by one of tho purest 
of generals, his inexperience led him to 
miscalculate Hie chances of defeat. 
You 
all remember the sickening repulse th at 
followed, h o w ' o u r noble young army 
w iii drive ii back iii confusion, and hew 
the disastrous movement almost proved 
fatal to our cause. 
Our army was rolled 
back, demoralized and panic stricken, 
acroSS tho bridge^ of tho Potomac* and 
for days remained almost dead with p ar­ 
alysis of surprise. 
The consternation 
and dispersion of the Syrian finny, after 
it had been smitten by the young men 
of the princes of tho provinces w as not 
more complete and effectual than was 
that which followed cmr first brilliant 
coup de main al Bull Rim. 
Had it not 
have been for the ignorance and inexpe­ 
rience of our enemy, such was our utter 
and hopeless panic that had lie pressed 
his pursuit lie would have taken W ash­ 
ington. 
Our government in its deep 
humiliation was half expectant of that 
result, for tho capitol wa* mined, and 
preparations made to destroy tip bu bl ic 
archives, and everything that could fall 
into the hands of the enemy. This last 
opportunity of the rebel commander took 
away from the rebellion the only chance 
it over hod to usurp even for a short 
time the reins of power. 
It is not my present purpose to carry 
this comparison farther between the dis­ 
persion of the Syrian hosts by the 232 
young men, and this defeat of* the first 
American army in the outset of our 
struggle for national life. Tne lesson is 
important in teaching us w ith what cau­ 
tion we are to meet our enemies, physical 
and moral, visible and invisible, political 
and spiritual. 
The foe! of quf christian yiptues, no 
less than the foes of our- country, should 
be met with caution aud not with levity 
and vain boasting, if we w ould finally 
conquer in the battle of life. 
Business 
success, social reputation, personal hap­ 
piness, everything that is secured by 
overcoming obstacles, must be sought 
with deliberation and care. 
Disappoint­ 
ments must be borne with patience, and 
progress made through steadiness and 
perseverance, if we would go success­ 
fully through to the end. 
We cannot in 
the nature of things foresee the various 
forms of evil and the trials that aw ait us. 
The real hero looks up to, not down 
upon his enemies. 
Real success is won 
by patient merit and not by hasty and in­ 
considerate action. 
Modesty and merit 
are essential to .success in all kinds of 
business, martial, material and spiritual. 
True wisdom lies in recognizing the fact 
that all good things are difficult of at­ 
tainment, aud require the qualities of 
moral and intellectual heroism to each 
successfully the end aimed at, and espc- 


tsfudht in my text was sadly overlooked 
in the organization and early movements 
of our army and came well-nigh costing 
the nation its life. 
Who that possesses experience and 
know s the , world, does not watch with 
intense solicitude the first three or four 
years of every young man’s, and I will 
add every young woman’s course after 
leaving school and entering upon actual 
life, to see what measure or wisdom, pru­ 
dence, resolution, self-control they show? 
Whether they are fighting their way, or 
merely going where they find the way 
open ana most smoothly trodden ? Life 
10 a battlo for every one that accepts its 
meaning, and those who enter into rn 
pleasure drill will soon be seen to be 
wounded and invalidated, even though 
they know it not. Their moral strength 
will ooze away; their relations with 
others will become disordered and en­ 
tangled; they will disappoint and deceive 
their companions; they will fail in busi­ 
ness; they will contract bad habits, and 
lose their life mysteriously; and all be­ 
cause they did not start in life with tho 
idea that they had a dangerous, difficult 
work to perform; to live in this world in 
the face of temptations, and in the flesh­ 
ly garments of our immortality; that 
they were to maintain a high-principled 
purpose, and work out an honest, pure 
and commendable ambition, suoh a char­ 
acter as per-force, commands the confi­ 
dence and respect of men, the smile of 
heaven, and the grateful complacency of 
a self-approving conscience. 
But alas for tho defeated, blasted lives 
of Hie majority ! 
Like an ill-ballasted, 
11 I-'officered, and worse manned navy, 
brought 
iuto sudden 
existence, 
and 
launched iuto the sea—they have by the 
thousands sunk in the first storm—they 
yield to crafts of half their size ; dwindle 
away into insignificant defeats, with here 
and there a lucky ©*caj>#, carry back a < 
few scattered remnants to rot in the com­ 
mon ruin, in the very harbor from which 
they sailed, with salvos of victories they 
were never to win. 
Such I* the record 
of many a proud and hopeful youth, 
starting together from the same college, 
city school or social position, with tho 
.same goners) views of lifo, ho a place of 
pier© enjoyment, of certain victory, a 
place in which they were entitled to be 
taken care of, where their morals would 
doubtless take care of themselves, and 
tlitir habits and manners drift a rig h t; 
where there wa* no special need of stern­ 
ness, or principle, or gravity of charac­ 
ter, or self-denial, 
or fixed rules, but 
things were somehow, to go all right, 
which interpreted in the light of experi­ 
ence means all wrong ! 
Ah ! my breth­ 
ren aud- comrade#, “ Lot not him that 
girdeth on his harness, boast himself as 
he that putteth it off.” 
But what if. the 
soldiers’ in life’s great fight deny that 
ti icy have any need of weapons or har­ 
ness, boast themselves that the world is 
Ihoir friend ; the human constitution not 
a magazine of explosive materials, but 
consists of fine linen and purple, what if 
llie main thing contemplated is having a 
good time!—as much leisure, pleasure, 
treasure as may be desired f 
What if 
there Le nothing serious, awful and in­ 
structive in the aspect of human exis­ 
tence * 
Alas, for the delusion ’ 
We may 
cover it up as we will. Life is an earnest 
battle. 
It is no trifle to have a nature 
fearfully and wonderfully made. 
Strong 
desires that must be reguated; enormous 
exposures that must be avoided—fatal 
proclivities that must be resisted and 
overcome, and therefore it is that we 
need sn much of that early training and 
discipline, which it is hard to see, wheth­ 
er parents and teachers arc more slow 
to apply or children and youth more re­ 
luctant to receive. 
Let the fault lit 
where it will, it is a fatal fault, and if we 
would not have our Republic, our coun­ 
try, and our race ruined, it must bo with­ 
stood and corrected. Success, usefulness, 
virtue, 
happiness, 
peace, 
salvation— 
Heaven—all depend on our entering lifo 
fitly armed in suitable moral harness, 
with proper convictions of what ex­ 
posures—dangers 
end 
temptations of 
body and soul ate, and with such settled 
rules habits and principles—suck a train 
ed 
c©n*cience--such 
an 
established 
reverence for God and duty, aa must de­ 
prive the world of all its power 
to 
deceive and betray. 
Through all time, 
in every nation, savage and refined, the j 
memory of th# patriot dead hat been 
foudly’cherished. 
Pyramids wore built 
for tombs of King*. 
Triumphal arches 
preserved the fame of warrior chiefs.— 
Pillars pierced the heavens to point the 
victories of nations. 
The tribute of a 
nation’* sorrow idolized a chieftain alone, 
the prince and tho noble. But the Ameri­ 
can Republic decorates tho graves of her 
private soldiers, with emblems of the 
people’* grateful tribute to our most de­ 
serving 
sons—not in 
sorrow—not In 
mourning—for those ceremonies partake 
more nearly of the gladness of a holy 
Festival.

first army of T-’i.OOOmen sw armed through 
the streets of the national capítol, and 
cro*setl the Potomac íd tbeir bold reck­ 
less advance upon an enemy they dispis- 
•d: and who were lying in wait for them 
across that fatal creek of Bull Run. 
In 
this first advance of our young annf, 
they marched gaily forward w ith their 
new uniform* and brilliant banner*, w ith 
nosegays in the muzzlea of their gun’s; 
the officers in tbe first pride of command, 
and with their gay caparisons and radient 
smile*, 
and 
confident forces. 
They 
marched out a* confident a party as ever 
shook the earth with their martial tramps; 
au(l among civillians, who watched the 
moving 
and 
endless columns 
come 
and go, there were 
none to* enter­ 
tain a doubt of success find complete 
victory. 
As they saw the brave young 
men go by with tlieir untarnished guns, 
as tiny saw the long line of heavily laden 
wagons with their holiday supplies of 
provisions, and saw the grand young 
cavaliers dash by on their fresh >tecds; 
they gave shout for what appeared to 
them, our half crowned heroes of a fight 
so soon to be won. 
Not one felt less con 
fidcnt than the youngest and most enthu­ 
siastic lieutenant or drummer-boy in all 
that well appointed army. 
Tb^y regard­ 
ed successful resistance to that army as 
an impossibility. 
They would not have 
thanked a prophet to have told them that 
it would be victorious, and they would 
have spurned as a coward, the man saga­ 
cious enough to warn them of the possi­ 
bility of defeat, and while that army of 
ours* w as commanded hy one of tlH: purest 
of generals, hi* inexperience led him to 
miscalculate Hie chances of defeat* You 
all remember the sickening repnlsC tfiat 
followed, liow o u r .noble young army 
w at driven back 
fusion, and how- 
the dDastrofi* movement almost proved 
fatal to our cause. 
Our army w as rolled 
back, demoralized and panic stricken, 
acroüS the bridge*- of the Pojtomac. and 
for day* remained almost dead with par­ 
alysis of surprise. 
The consternation 
and dispersion of the Byiian finny, after 
it had been smitten by tlie young men 
of tlie princes of the provinces was not 
more complete and effectual than was 
that which followed onr first brilllhnt 
eotipdem ain at Bull Rttu. 
Had it not 
have been for the ignorance and inexpe­ 
rience of our enemy, such was our utter 
and hopeless panic that had he pressed 
his pursuit lie would have taken W ash­ 
ington. 
Our government in its deep 
humiliation was half expectant of that 
result, for tho capítol wa* mined, and 
preparation» made to destroy tl«t public 
archives, and everything that could fall 
into the hands of the enemy. 
This last 
opportunity of tke rebel commander took 
away from the rebellion the only chance 
it ever had to usurp eve* for a short 
time tlie reins of power. 
It is net my present purpose to carry 
this comparison farther between the dis­ 
persion of the Syrian hosts by the 232 
young men, and this defeat of the first 
American army in the outset of our 
struggle for national life. Tne lesson is 
important in teaching us with what cau­ 
tion we are to meetour enemies, physical 
and moral, visible and invisible, political 
and spiritua). 
Tlie foel of QUf cfiristiap yiptUfs, no 
lpsp than the fo«b of our- country, should 
be met with caution aud not w ith levity 
and vain boasting, if wc would finally 
conquer in tbe battle of life. 
Business 
success, social reputation, personal hap­ 
piness, everything that is secured by 
overcoming obstacles, must he sought 
with deliberation and care. 
Disappoint­ 
ments must be borne with patience, aud 
progress made through steadiness and 
perseverance, if we would go success­ 
fully through to the end. 
We cannot in 
the nature of things foresee the various 
forms of evil and the trials that await us. 
The real hero looks up to, not down 
upon his enemies. 
Real success is won 
by patient merit and not by hasty and in­ 
considerate action. 
Modesty and merit 
are essential to success in all kinds of 
business, martial, material and spiritual. 
True wisdom lies in recognizing the fact 
that all good things are difficult of at­ 
tainment, and require the qualities of 
moral and intellectual heroism to each 
successfully the end aimed at, and espc- 


necd *n much of that early training and 
discipline, which it i* hard to see, wheth­ 
er parent* and teacher* arc roore slow 
to apply or children and youth mare re­ 
luctant* to receive. 
Let the fault lie 
where it will, it is a fatal fault, and if w* 
would not have our Republic, our coun­ 
try, and our race ruined, it must We with­ 
stood and corrected.
